WHERE ARE THE RaILROAD COMMISSIONERS? 

The laws of Missouri, besides providing expressly 
against any discrimination whatever, say (section 
820, chapter 21): 

No railroad corporation organized or doing 
business in this State under any act of ip ra- 
tion or general law of the State nowin force, or 


which may be hereafter enacted, shall directly or 
collect for the 


loss of trade at Springfield. I think we can ascribe 

it to the fact that the Frisco makes a less rate St. 
Louis to Springfield on New York freight than it 
does on freight originating in St. Louis.” Theseare 
the opinions of three of the most prominent whole- 
sale grocers in 8t. Louis. The secondof these 
gentiemen is a little charitable to the ‘Frisco because 
he admires Mr. Cale's stand in the classification 
mager. 

The Post-Disyatcn correspondent writes: “En- 
closed find the results of a pretty thorohgh investi- 
gation. The rates given are those now paid by our 
merchants. I find that our jobbers have special 
rates which deviate considerably from these figures. 
Chicago and New York are especially favored by 
these special rates. Uptoafew weeks ago rates 
from New York to Memphis on sugar, coffee and 
canned goods were as low as 15 cents; they are now 
20 vents. Some of our jobbers get rates as low as 18 
cents from New York to St. Louis now. Especially 
is this true of grocery staples. Chicago shipments 
come by way of St. Louis mostly. A leading dry 
goods merchant says he can and does get wrapping 
paper from Atlanta, Ga., ata rate of 60 cents, the 
same as the Memphis and St. Louisrate. I[¢ will 
be seen that Memphis and St. Louis rates are pre- 
cisely the same, and, while it is not openly admitted, 
it is a known fact that much of the rice, sugar and 
coffee trade of this quarter is done with Memphis. 
Memphis is pushing her trade into this section at a 
lively rate.” When it is taken into consider- 
ation that Memphis, although at a gre ater 
distance from NewYork, is getting better rates than 
St. Louis can command, and that her rates to 
Springfield are the same as those from St. Louis 
(distance, St. Louis 238 miles, Memphis 28 miles), 
it is not to be wondered that Memphis is “pushing 
her trade” in that quarter, It is not difficult either 
toimagine how Kansas City might come in and 
pick up a little business at these rates: Tobacco and 
dry goods, Kansas City, 60 cents;/ St. Louis, 80 
cents; sugar and coffee, Kansas City, 85 cents; St 
Louis, 45 cents; canned goods, Kansas City, 30 
cents; Chicago. 530 cents; 8t. Louis, © cents; 
whisky, Kansas City, 45 cents; St. Louis, 70 cents; 
wrapping paper, Kansas City, 45 cents; St. Louis, 
60 cents. The distance from Kansas City to Spring- 
field is 202 miles, from St. Louis 238 miles. 

VERONA 

is a town of over 600 inhabitants,on the ‘Frisco 
Road, thirty-six miles below Springfield. Distance 
from St. Louis 274 miles, from Chicago via St. Louis 
557 miles, A reputable merchant of that place 
writes us over his own signature as follows: “We 
can ship from Chicago to Carthage at about 
half as much as frum St: Louis. All the merchants 
here prefer to deal with St. Louis, but Kansas Vity 
and Springfield are catching some trade on account 
of freights. 1 think if this freight matter continues 
and they get the road through that they are builid- 
ing from Springtield to Jefferson City or Sedalia, so 
as to get a through route from Chicago, we will al! 
be dealing with Chicago soon. St. Louis is our 
town, but the merchants do not offer us the induce- 
ments Chicago does in the way of freizht rates, 
passes, etc. I, as well as other merchants of South- 
western Missouri, have tried both cities, and if we’ 
had one more railroad Chicago would catch us.”

The Post-Dispatcn crusade against the railroad 
companies which are discriminating against St. 

Within the last 
three days over thirty houses, leaders in their 
respective lines, have addressed circular letters to 
their traveling men instructing them to send in 
information respecting discriminating rates which 
prevent their selling in the territory to which they 
ere assigned. This information is to be accompanied 
by expense bills, or bills of iading, demonstrating 
the exact amount of open discrimination and by 
the most circumstantial account of possible hidden 
discrimination in the way of rebates, etc. Too little 
attention has been paid in the past to complaints of 
this nature. Some houses receive two or three 
letiers every week from correspondents or travel- 
ing men complaining of unjust rates and consequent 
inability to. sell goods. Hitherto in many cases 
these communications have been consigned to an 
obscure pigeon-hole with the intention of 
examining the case “someday.” In some cases 
they have been taken to the freight 
department of the discriminating road and the 
freight agent bas promised to “look into the 
matier” and has seldom fulfilled the promise. In 
one or two instances, perhaps, a temporary relief 
has been afforded. What shippers want. however, 
fis nota relief which will affect perhaps one or two 
shipments and then cease to be effective, but a 
tariff that will at al! times allow them to go into the 
territory naturally tributary to St. Louis and sell 
their goods at a fair profit.

Lonpox, Augast 14.—Parliament was prorogued 
at 2 o'clock this afternoon. The Queen's speech 
‘was read by the Lord High Chancellor. 

TAK QUEEN'S SPERCE. 

The following is the Queen's speecn proroguing 
Parliament: “My Lords and Gentlemen: I am vlad 
to be able to relieve you from the labors of a 
session which his veen protracted and eventful. 
When you assembied in October, I informed you 
that an expedition was advancing up the Valley of 
the Nile to the relief of Khartoum. Three months 
later, with deep sorrow, which was shared by all 
my people, l learned that the expedition arnved 
too late. 

THE HEROIC GORDON 
and bis companions had fallen. An endeavor, 
which was ineffectual, was mad+ to reach Khar- 
toum by constructing a railway from Suakim to 
Berber. My troops Were ultimate y withdrawn 
from the whole of Bastern Soudan, except Suakim, 
and from Western Soudan down to A as)hyvert.

“Gentiemen of the House of Commons: I thank 
you for the liberality wherewith, during the past 
year, you have provided for the services of the 
country.

period marked the history of this nation.”

The close ef the Beaucleigh trial, which in mary 
respects was one of the most notable that has been 
held at Clayton, was marked by a sensational 
episode—the first of the kind which has been seen 
there—which aroused the villagers to a 
high pitch of excitement.

He threw the pitcher at Deputy Shériff 
Garret, sMashiog it. against the wall, and catching 
up @ fork and case knife 
ATTEMPTED TO STAB THE DEPUTY. 

The deputies and Detective Kianey tried to 
enter the corridor to overpower him, but Beau- 
cleigh'’s wifearnd friends and the bystanders re- 
strained them, begging them not to go in. Beau- 
cieigh deciared that he would never serve a term, 
and would never be put in his cell alive. 
He threatened to kill any man that 
touched hit. He told his wile 
that she would have enough monies to live on for 
two years if shé had notempioyed jury hireiings 
for lawyers and said he had been deceived about 
the jury. Suerif Allen was away and the deputies 
concluded to iet him alone until i his 
returp, so he was left in the corridor. 
A Posr-DispatTon reporter, who arrived at the scene 
shortly afier, found Beaucleigh in the eorridor. He 
Was compuratively quiet, and said the couvictioas 
came hike athuudervolt on him, as he had been 
led to believe that the jury would certainly acquit. 
Tne last words Mr. Mitcheil had said to him was 
that the verdict would be acquittal. He 
claimed that the jury had been packed and no 
justice had been shown him. During the scene in

Mexico clings to the idea 
ofan English loan and has been trying to ne- 
gotiate such a loan during all the past four 
years. Yet while making this request Mexico 
accom panies it with an act of dishonorable and 
inexplicable revolution. No engagement that 
Mexico can enter into can be more solemn than 
the engagement by which she pledged the 
national faith to the railroads. The railroads 
have brought into the national treasury more 
than the amount they have received in subsidies, 
The increase in the revenues of the country has 
been tenfold the increase in the expenditures 
caused by subsidies, yet the revenue has all 
been spent. A tremendous floating debt has 
been incurred, and there is nothing to show 
for all the money save a few haciendas and 
palaces acquired by newly enriched officials. 
The only thing more remarkable than the 
application of Mexico fora loan would be to

SOME CONTRASTS. 

The population of Illinois in 1880 was 
8,077,871 and that of Cook County, including 
Chicago, was 607,524. The population of Mis- 
souri was 2,168,380, and that of St. Louis Coun- 
ty, including this city, was 382,406. According 
to these figures the two counties referred to held 
about the samé fractional part of the whole 
population of their respective States, and 
should be assessed acco rdingly. 

But while Cook County, including Chicago and 
all the suburban towns, is credited with less than 
19 per cent of the Illinois assessment, St. Louis 
County and the city of St. Louis together are 
put in for 34 per cent of the Missouri assess- 
ment. The Mlinois assessment for 1884, the last 
one revised by the State Board of Equalization, 
footed up a total of $746,547,501, and Cook 
County’s share of this was only $141,206,880, 
or a little less than 19 per cent of the whole. 
The total Missouri assessment of real and per- 
sonal property for 1884 was $680,198,423, of 
which the share of the city and county of St. 
Louis was $230,339,390, for about 34 per cent of 
the whole. 

How long can the commerce and the indus- 
tries of a city carry the double burden of a 
crushing discrimination against her tax-pay- 
ers and of a ruinous system of discrimination 
against her shippers? How long will the intelli- 
gent country merchant buy in a city that per- 
mits its property, its industries and its goods to 
be loaded with a double share of taxes, and whose 
business men quietly submit, instead of com- 
bining to protect themselves and their cus- 
tomers from such outrageous impositions? 

Chicago, claiming nearly twice the popula- 
tion, and more than twice the business of St. 
Louis, goes before the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion and fights vigorously against an assess- 
ment of $141,000,000 on the whole of Cook 
County, while an assessment of $211,000,000 on 
the city of St. Louis alone is approved by our 
State Board of Equalization in direct violation 
of the plainest provisions of the Constitution, 
and not a protest, not a murmur, is heard from 
anybody in St. Louis but the Post-DispaTcu. 
Missouri roads haul ore for Chicago from 
Southwest Missouri at much jower rates than 
they charge St. Louis, and Missouri roads haul 
Chicago goods to Missouri towns for less than 
they charge St. Louis or Missouri shippers for 
the same distance. This is also in direct viola- 
tion of plain provisions in our State Constitu- 
tion, but_no organized movement, no demand 
for the enforcement of those provisions, has 
yet indicated an awakening of St. Louis busi- 
ness men. They sit ‘‘like Patience on a monu- 
ment smiling at Grief,” while Chicago and 
Kansas City enjoy the tableau and divide the 
gate money. 


THE SENATORSHIP. 

Senator COCKRELL has only himself to blame 
if the question of his re-election is forced upon 
the field of Missouri golitics nearly two years 
before the expiration of histerm. He has only 
himself to blame if the shape in which the 
question presents itself arouses a wide-spread 
and formidable opposition. 

Under his policy the question of the Senator- 
ship is made a part of a system of trades and 
dickers which are discreditable to the State. 
Nothing is done with reference to the needs 
and wants of the State. Everything that is 
done is done in accordance with certain badly 
concealed Senatorial requirements. The few 
Federal appointments that are made are made 
to favor the select coterie which has con- 
stituted itself as the office-holding aristocracy 
| of Missouri. But the important changes which 
should have been made, because they are cer- 
tain to be made soon, and because a temporary 
and transitorial condition of affairs is undesir- 
able—these changes are not made, because the 
Senatorial trade-and-dicker system has not 
established a working connection with them. 

Dickering aspirants for the Governorship 
and for future State positions have recognized 
the situation, and are forecasting the value of 
Senatorial influence as one of their campaign 
assets. It is easy to believe that the Senatorial 
finger is busy in the penitentiary pie 

All this naturally provokes revolt and resist- 
ance. It calls attention to the current comment 
on Missouri that its Democracy is of the hide- 
bound, moss-back, Bourbon description. While 
a certain section of Democracy welcomes this 
criticism as a trade-mark, and accepts it as 
giving a stamp of genuineness, the younger 
men resent it.as a reproach, and repudiate it as 
an injustice and a detriment. 

Under the present regime any such thing as 
freedom of action or play of ideas is impossible. 
The little coterie who hold control take every- 
thing. The voters merely register their de- 
crees. There is no room for new men, no 
thought of new measures. Ambition is re- 
pressed and ability is suspected. Young men 
are frowned down. They are forbidden to 
aspire to office except by favor. 

All these odious features of a politival oli- 
garchy are strikingly illustrated in the present 
situation of ‘in Missouri. They force

The Poor Backra. 
From the Atlanta Constitution. 

“Did you ever hear the term ‘poor. buckrar”™ 
asked 4n old re.ident of me yesterday morning. 

“Yes,” Lreplied, “I remember to have beard 
when I was a boy.” 

“But you do not hear it now,” said the old resi- 
dent. “The word ‘buckra’ originated among the 
nexroes, Ido not know what it means, unieas it 
me ns ‘white,’ The term ‘poor buckra’ used to be 
applied by the negroes to the poor white people. If 
you will remember before and during the war, 
there was a class in the South whose members were 
very poor, very ignorant, and seemingly devoid of 
all ambition to eleyate themselves. That class 
could not have existed if slavery had not existed. 
Its members were despised by the negroes, and 
they. in turn, despised the wealthy whites. With 
the disappearance of slavery they disappeared.” 

“What has become of them?” I inquired. 

“The older ones have taken theif places in the 
cemeteries, and the younger ones, as a rule, have 
taken positions among the thriftiest of the workers 
that are making the new South. It is strange that 
nobody bas thought to bring out the history of the 
‘poor buckra.’ No other class of people ever pre 
sented such a rapid and complete revolution. 
There are plenty of poor people, but there are no 
‘poor buckra.’ The abolition of slavery and the 
establishment of free schools equalized classes in 
the South; and gave the ‘poor buckra’ opportunil- 
ties which they quickly seized. Yes, sir, 
the ‘poor buckra’ are unknown quastities 
in the South.” The emancipation of 
the “poor buckra,” for it was an emanci- 
pation, may justly be regarded as one of the good 
effects of the war. I have on my list of acquaint- 
ances some of the descendants of the “poor 
buckra,” and without exception they are men of 
influence in the communities in which they live. I 
know one descendant of the “poor buckra’’ whose 
course deserves imitation. His father was a biack- 
smith. He himself worked in his father’s shop 
during the day, and at night he gathered together 
his books and spent many hours in hard study. 
Accumulating a small sum of money as the result 
of his labors during the day, he went to school. 
Acquiring a fair education, he returned to the 
blacksmith shop, and atnight he engaged in the 
study of medicine. To-day heisone of the most 
promising young physicians in his State.

Sedalia Democrat's Interview with Attorney Jackson. 
In reply to a number of questions he said in sub- 


}] stance that he bad no doubt but that every railroad 


in this State, which wasia operation as eariy as 
1872, had escaped the payment of taxes for one 
year, but that no one could settle on any particular 
year as the omitted one in every case—for instance, 
in this county. Mr. Jackson claims that the Pacific 
road escaped 1878, and the M., K. & T. 1876, while 
in Johnson County the Pacific escaped 1880. 

I have, said Mr. Jackson, had occasion to examine 
this matter in several counties, and find great dif- 
ference as to the omitted year. 

It is impossible to determine this question from 
an examination of the recerde of the Auditor's of- 
fice or the pteceedings of the Board of Equaliza- 
tion without more light, and whoever undertakes 
to do so is almost certain to fali into some error or 
other. 

I think that has been the limit of the explorations 
of the various correspondents, and for that reason 
I think they all haye made mistakes. I have been 
engaged in these cases since 1877, and have devoted 
much time to their study and preparation. The 
record is very voluminous, and I could not, if I 
desired, present my theory of the matter in a form 
or extent sui.able for your purpose. 

No, I have no objection to stating what has been 
done in the courts toward the settlement of this 
matter. We havetried tnree cases in the Circuit 
Qourt of this county before Judge Strother, who 
was a member of the State Senate when many of 
the laws upon this subject were enacted, and who 
was also for some time a member of the Board of 
Equalization. Judgments were rendered in all 
those cases against the railroads, aggregating about 
$35,000, as weli as I recollect. The railroads have 
appealed them te the Supreme Court, and the first 
one will be submitted at the next term. 

Yes, sir, I have been employed to prosecute sim- 
ilar claims in several counties, and in all of them 
have found the matter to be in a conditioa similar 
to Pettis County, and I am confident that all the 
older railroads should justly pay many thousands 
of dollars. 

No, I don’t think any legisiation necessary, nor 
any further proceedings by the State Board. All 
that is needed is to prosecnte the matter under the 
existing laws and assessments. If the Legislature 
and the Board will only sit down and let the law 
take its course, the matter will come out all right 
with the people on top.

MISSOURI'S MONARCH. 


Interesting Evidence Showing That 
in Some Cases Figures Do Lie. 


_ —

A Comparison of Railroad Values as 
Given by Railroad Officials and State 
Officers—Information of Singular 
Importance to the Public— The 
Actual Cost, Investment, Earnings, 
Expenses and Surplusage of the 
Roads of the State. 


In a series of articles published in the Post- 
Dispatca recently it was shown how the railroads 
of the State of Missouri evaded the payment of 
taxes on their property justly cue the State by 
making low statements of values to the State 
Board of Equalization and by having these stated 
values reduced enormously by that body, and theh 
by failing to pay part of -he taxes on the final valua- 
tion, Some extremely interesting information on 
this subject may be obtained from the 
Introduction to Poor’s Manual of the Railroads 


of the United States. It is information which 
would be invaiuabie to the Railroad Commissioners 
and tothe Equalization Board, as it is important 
to the public. For the Commissioners ft would 
beat counting the ties of the roads “all boilow,” 
and for the Board it is far in advance of the 
curious system of computation it employs, as far as 
correctness is concerned, while for the public it 
gives a clear insight into the way the Stare is cheated 
of its dues. This Manual isan authority on such 
maiters. It is here that the roads stand in compari 
son with other roads, and the figures must be cor- 
rect, as they were revised by tne officials of each 
road before they were published.tThere was not in 
this case anyparticular motive for concealing values. 
In the first place, as tothe railroads in general, in 
the United States, the statistics show a watering of 
stock amounting to nearly One thousand millions. 
The total amount invested is that much in excess 
of the cost of road and equipment. The actual 
figures are: Total investment in railroad property, 
$7,676,399,054: cost of road and toy 
ment $6,924.554,.444, the excess being D 
round puambers, $751,844,610. After payivg 
expensesand interest and dividends on this enor- 
mous over valuation, there was credited to the rail- 
roads last year a surplusage of $11,123,544. To 
come nearer home, the railroads in Missouri show 
a proportionate watering, and a condition of 
flourishing prosperity They are prosperous 
enough to upset any argument 
which may tend to show that high rates, or the 
discrimination which they are at present enforcing 
against the city of St. Louis are necessary, The 
raiiroads of Missouri can show: po good reason 
for burdening traffic with heavy tariffsto clear 
themselves from Sloss. They are earning, ac- 
cordingfto their own statements, dividends and in- 
terest on stocks and bonds iargely in 
excess of their actual] values and have a comfort- 
abie surplus left over for a rainy day. The total 
investment in railroad property in Missouri amounts 
to $365,263,131, while the cost of roads and equip- 
ments amounts to $318,622,291, a difference in favor 
of investment of $46,640,540. That is, the roads 
pay interest on that much more-than they are 
worth. 

It is interesting to compare the figures given in 
the Manual as to the value of the roads, the earn- 
ings and income with these respective amounts as 
given by the State Railroad Commissioners and the 
Board of pe antien. 

The total length of line given by the Manual for 
Missouri roads in 1854 is 6,484, while the report of 
the Railroad Commissioners for the previous year 
gives 4.615 miles of railroad. In the meanwhile 
guiy a little over 100 miles had been constructed, 

he report gave the total gross earnings at $28,754,- 
835. The Manual gives the gross earnings 
al sgt 699. The report places the total expenses 
at $16,126,911, while the Manual gives the total pay- 
ments at $16,020,416. The report states that the 
net earnings amount to $10,627,424, while the Man- 
ual places the net traffic earnings at 
$16,255,707 and the total available revenue 
at $17,782,134, Menording to the Manual 
the share capital o Missouri roads 
amounts to $187,349,104, and the funded debt to 
$174,648,059. The cost of road and equipment, 
which has been shown to be over forty-five millions 
less than the investment, is placed at $3818,622,201, 
The last Mine of the Railroad Commis- 
sioners pl the value of the roads at 
$103,528,.555 and the assessed value of the roads as 
fixed by the Board of Equalization last year was 
$38.380,816 98.

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HARMS VS. WRIGHT. 


A Wife’s Jealousy Leads to the Ex- 
posure of an Unsavory Scandal.

The Domestic Tribulations of Mr. and 
Mrs. Wright—Well-Founded Accu- 
sations On Both Sides — The 
Aggrieved Wife Accused of Grand 
Larceny by the Object of Her 
Wrath.

New Yorg, August 14—A tall, slender, light 
complexioned lady, ina dark dress, was the piost 
observed of all observers in Justice Naeher’s court- 
room yesterday. She was Mrs. Ida Wright. who 
was arrested recently on a charge of grand larceny, 
made by Mrs. Lena ©. Harms. Some time ggo 
Mrs. Wright made 4 seizure of property in a cellar 
on South Tenth street and openea boxes which be- 
longed to Mrs. Harms. In them she found a large 
number of private letters, part of which were 
written by Mr. Wright to Mrs. Harms. These and 
some other things she took, and hence the charge 
of tarceny. Nothing was donein the case yester- 
day, asthe lawyers were not ready, and Justice 
Naeher adjourned the examination to next 
W ednesday. 

In the audience was Mrs. Harms, who made the 
accusation. The two women seem to be actuated 
by aspirit of jealousy, Mrs. Wright having ex- 
pressed the opinicn that Mrs. Harms and her hus- 


band were too intimate. Mrs. Harms is 4n attrac- 
tive young woman, and at the close of tne hearing 
very willingly toid the reporter an interesting story 
of how she came to be connected with the Case. 
‘The first time Isaw Mr. Wright,” she said, *‘was 
in West Trey, five years ago, at a sociable 
given by a temperance organization to W. ich 
Mr. Wright belonged. Mrs. Wright was with him, 
and n after they were introduced she bezan to 
pour ott ber grievances. She said her husband 
was untrue and unkind to her, besides being very 
jealous of heractions. Later Mr. Wright told me 
tuat his wife was unfaithful and made his life un- 
happy. 1 expressed my sympathy for both of 
thew, and asked them to cali and see me aud my 
husband if they ever came to Schenectady. Mr. 
Wright wasacanvasser, and when his business 
cailed him to Schenectady hecame to our house 
and had along talk with my husband and me 
about his affairs. He hada pitiful story and we 
felt sorry for him, but we advised him to go home 
and not leave his wife undéNany circumstances. 
His wife neard that ke had been to our house, and 
she followed him, bringing with ber her marriage 
certificate and bis picture. ‘I came up here to tell 
you that Mr. Wright isa married man,’ she said, as 
she came inte the room where he was. I told her 
i did not question the truth of that, aud she told me 
then that sue Lad ; 
MISSED ONE OF HER HUSBAND'S PICTURES, 

and asxed me if he had not given it to me. I said 
be bad not, but had given one to my husband. 
Then she showed mea piece of a letier in & wom- 
an’s bandwriting and asked meif [| had not seat 
it to her husband. I bad not, and I told her so. 
Mr. Wright told me allerwards that 
nis wie had written it herself 
for the purpose of drawing me out. 
Some time passed and I beard nothing from Mr. 
Wright, but received a very insulting ietter from 
his wife, accusing me of writing to and receiving 
jetters from her nusband. Ne notice was taken of 
that, and she wrote to my husband, saying that 
she wanted sir. Wright's picture,and that if he 
did not take or send it to her she would come to 
Schenectady to get it. I took the picture to West 
Troy and went w Mrs. Wright's house with it, but 
she apologized then and tyere for what she had 
done, and begged me to keep the picture, I did so, 
but, not satisfied with that, she wrote to Mr. Harms 
apolugizing tor ber previous action. Mr. Wright 
next ieft his wife, though both 
my husband and myself advised him 
not ta, His business brought him to Scuenectady 
and, against my wishes, my busband accepted nim 
asa boarder. He was with us for some time, but 
in May, 1883, we effected a4 reconciliation. While 
Mr. Wright was at our house each mention of his 
wife’s Daine would excite him greatly and several 
times he flew into a great ssion. When he got 
home he wrote to Mr, Harms and concluded the 
letter with these words: ‘Willi you piease ask Lena 
to write with ver own hands saying she wiii forgive 
me? To this lreplied: ‘May God rong 4 you, as 
He alone can, is the wish of your friend, Lena 
Harms.’ Mra. Wright wrote more unkind letters to 
my busband ani myseif afierwards and she 
evidentiy tried to mix Mr. Wright's mother up in 
the matter, for I received a letter from her asking 
if I had got a letter previously, to which her :.ame 
was appended. Mr. Wright wrote to my husband 
and myself several times, but hie letters were of a 
business nature or ietters suchd as ove friend wouid 
send to another. Idid noi see Mr. Wright again 
untii December 22 last, when he calied at my 
sister's house in Schenectady, where 1 met him in 
company with my husband. He then told me he 
had jeft bis wife and did not propose to go back to 

. At this time Mrs. Wright said he had 
eloped with a woman in Jersey City. lt 
was only when my clothes were found by her that 
she turned her wrath fullupon me, Atthetime I 
was working for Mr. Wrignt’s mother—doing some 
sewing for her—and having nouse forthe goods 
the barrels contained, I took advantage of Mr. 
Wright's offer to store them with his furniture. 
Mrs. Wright knew before she took the goods that 
they were neither ners nor ber husband's, and taere 
could be no mistake about that, for they were the 
only barrels iu the cellar. Tne articles in them 
are 

WORTH PROBABLY $100 

to any one besides me, though to me they are in- 
valuable, for there arethings which I kept as 
memeutoes from old friends or persons who are 
dead.’ 

A charge ef abandonment has been brought by 
Mrs. Wright against her handsome young busband, 
who has not yet been found by the officers, al- 
though, in acoordance with a previous arrange- 
ment, Be was seen yesterday by the reporters. He 
toid his story very readily, as follows: “Il ama 
son of Captain Wright,who was promoted from the 
ranks inthe Seventh New York, Harry Harris’ 
Light Cavalry, by Governor Fenton, and who was 
afterward kilied in the battle of Winchester. l 
met Mre. Wright whea I was 16 years old, in Troy 
and became intimate with her. it was a chance 

Usintance. A year afterward I wmar- 
ri ber against my Parents’ 
wisnes, the ceremony being performed 
by a justice in the Jefferson Market Police Court 
New York. ‘Three weeks after we were married, 
suspected that my wife was entirely too intimate 
with @ man nam Mapes, and I charged her with 
it. She acknowiedged the intimacy, but said she 
was forced to do in.

A Quiet Week, With Promise of a 
Good Fall Trade.

The Sales Department Very Inactive— 
A Midsummer Boom in RKents 
—Very Little Demand for Money— 
Chats With the Agents—What the 
Architects Are Doing. 


The condition of the real estate market during the 
past week may be characterized as quiet but hope- 
ful. The volume of business transacted was not 
large, but there was avery gratifying feeling of 
confidence inthe future which bodes well for the 
fall trade. The feature of the week was the very 
decided increase in the demand for rents. House 
hubters displayed an activity almost unprecedented 
fer the present time of year. This has been the 
case with almost all kinds of rentiog 
property, but especially with houses of 
the smaller size, five-room, six-room and 
seven-room houses finding tenants readily. Al- 
though still hard to dispose of to tenants, there 
were several leases made of the old-fashioned, 
large-sized down-town houses, some of which had 
been for many months unoccupied. The demand 
for money was quiet, comparatively few loans being 
made. and these at rates of interest which show 
that at present the auxious seat is occupied by the 


capitalist, borrowers, in some instances, being able 
to secure as favorabie a rate as 544 per cent. 

At the Real Estate Exchange tne flurry in rents 
was evidenced by large numbers of visitors, and 
the eagerness wiih which they seanned the boards 
and made inquiries of the acting-secrétary 
concerning the advisability of the various houses 
which they bad selected from the list as wortay of 
a visit 

Speaking of the condition of business Farrar & 
Co. said: “Trade was only fair this week. We 
madé a couple of loans—one of $5,000 at 6 per cent, 
another of $7,000 at 54g per ceut—both upon 
improved realestate. Rents are about the saine. 
We look for business to begin to reviye towards the 
latter part of the month.”’ 

Booth, Barada & Co.: “Business has been fair. 
We loaned $7,500 at 6and7 per cent. Renting has 
been good. The principal demand was for smail 
houses, of which we rented four this morning. The 
promise for a good business this fall is quite fine. 
Other trade, though, will have torevive first, af 
real estate is always the last to feelthe benefit of 
any reaction.”’ 

Wm. C. Wilson & Co.: “We can’t complain: we 
are kept moderately busy, and tbat is as good as 
we cai expect in mid-summer. We solda two- 
story brick residence on Morgan street, west of 
Compton avenue, Edwin Fernauld,to Mrs. Mary 
Aun King for $65,250 cash. There has 
been a moderately fair demand for property 
considering the time of year, with a disposition on 
the part of some sellers to be firm in price. nt- 
ing has been very guod for the middle of August. 
The largest demand bas been for medium sized 
houses, which have been sought for very geuerally. 
Wedo not look for any general improvement in 
trade until the middie of September, asa great 
many peopié areéaway. Still, having rented three 
houses this morning, we cannot complain. The 
demaid for loans 1% limited, peopie evidently not 
caring te go into debt. From present appearances 
it iooks as though we are going to have a good fail 
trade.” 

M. R. Collins, jr., & Co.: “Business has been 
quiet in aboui all its branches. Renting is the ex- 
ception. We have ail our houses rented up at 
present, and more inquired for, Tue outlook is very 
favorab.e, Things are already beginuing to look 
betier.” 

M. A. Wolff & Co.; “The week has beena quiet 
one, Judged by the standpoint of sales, Reuting 
has Leen rushing; quite remarkable for this ume of 
the year.

“AQUATIC ATHLETES. 


Who Our City’s Representative 
Amateur Oarsmen Are. 


- 
— 


History and Rise of the Various Local 
Rowing Clubs—A Complete Account 
of St. Louis’ Victories On the Water 
—The Western, Modoc, St. Louis and 


Excelsiors—Locations of the Various 


Club Houses and Other Interesting 
Items. 


Next to a regular course of gymnastic training 
there is probably no exercise which will so thor- 
oughly develop every muscle of the body and at 
the same time be productive of more real enjoy- 
ment and pleasure than a close application to the 
artof rowing, Ofcourse there is rowing and row- 
ing. The especially favorable facilities in and about 
St. Louis for a quiet pull are such that there are per- 
haps more devotees to this particular sport 
than in most other cities. In the first place, 


Creve Cour Lake has been pronounced by 
than the world's ex-champion 
oarsman, Edward Hanlan, to be the finest course 
in the country. At the lake several hundred boats 
can be hired for a small pittance, and neariy every 
one that has vieited the lake, although he may not 
have kuown the first thing about rowing, has felt 
the temptation too strong to resist at least an at- 
tempt. Then there is the dike across the river, 
where throngs repair every Sunday to manipu'iate 
the oar tothe bestof their abilities, and, fivally, 
the grand old Mississippi River itself, lying right at 
the foot of the city. is a convenient resort 

of the oar. The trials 
and tribulations of a would-be oarsman's 
first atternpt are patent toall Usually he is fur- 
nished witb a heavy, flat-bottomed skiff and a pair 
of oars which he invariabiy filads either too long, 
too short, too light or too heavy for him. Then if 
the candidate for aquatic honors is fortunate, his 
rowlocks will consist of a couple of wooden 
stakes driven into the gunwaleof the boat on 
each = side, about four inches apart. 
If his luck is not of the ordimary he 
will find a couple of U-shaped metal rowlocks that 
turn ona pivot. His seat isa nice flat voard, about 
as soft as the ordinary board. Whether the embryo 
oarsman is provided with the wooden stake 
or metal rowlocks, he usuaily finds that is a smali 
matter ia the beginning, as in either cage his oars 
will insist ou gene ent of their bounds, and as 
often as not the candidate lands on his back in the 
bottom of the boat. No matter how little he may. 
know about piscatorial sports the new beginner 
usually finds that in the matter of catching crabs 
be can give some of the old-timers a few pointers. 
He has a lingering idea, teo, that the party seated 
in the bow of the boat is extremely 
desirous to enjoy a shower-bath, and the 
latter generally gets it. Of course the new aspirant 
knows that he isn’t supposed to be ruoning a wind- 
mill. but somehow or otber he geis the idea into his 
nead that in order to make his boat move forward 
at her utmost speed ke mustdip the biadesof his 
oars asdeeply into the wateras he possibly can. 
Tnen whea briaging them back for another pull he 
thinks the blades must rise as high in the air 
as they previously sank into the water. 
This is one kind of rowing, and these are the expe- 
riences through whick every oarsman passes, and 
the whole may be determined the first stage of row 
ing. If our embryo oarsman is enthusiastic and if 
his purse holds out, for it is generaily avout as 
cheap to buy a good ooatas to rent one two or 
three times, he usually rémains in the first stage 
about two weeks. His constant contact with 
more adyanced oarsmen has tauzht him a 
great many things, and his ambition urges 
nim onto greener fieias and newer pastures. 
Visions of long and narrow craft float through his 
brain, and he bas a confused idea of paper sbeils, 
outrigzers, spoon-oars, siiding seats and a host of 
other aquatic details. He realizestnat he has ex- 
pended a frightful amount of energy uselessiy in 
tugging abouta “towboat,” as he now dubbs a 
skiff. Most of his feilow-oarsmen row in long 
slender sells about forty feet long and varying 
from fifteen to thirty-two inches in breadth. 
He notices that on these graceful “shelig,” 
as they are denominated, the clumsy stake and 
metai rowlocks are missing, but strong. but iighter, 
and much neater ones, are subétituted, and instead 
of resting on the gunwale of the boat they are 
attached te wiry outriggers. The board seat stretch- 
ing clear across the boat's also non est, but in its 
place isa leather (or paper,as the case may be,) 
seat just large enough for bim to siton conven- 
ientiy. Instead of stretching from side to side it rests 
on two paraliel rails and easily slides forward and 
backward. A regular restis provided for his feet 
and he noticesthat itis the usual thing to strap 
the feet to the rest by straps especiaily 
provided for that purpose. Instead of the heavy 
and straight oars he finds that delicately turned 
oars in which the biadesare turned up and edged 
with brass are the proper thing. These he hears 
spoken of as “spoon oars.” He has also seen quite a 
variety of rowbeats. A shell with one seat in it 
apdtwo oars heis informed is asingiescull. A 
shell with two seatsin it may be either a double 
scuil or a pair oar according to the number of oars. 
lf four oars are used it is a double sculi; if 
two are used, one by each oarsman, it is a pair oar. 
A four oar shell is one in which feur oarsmen row 
at the same time, each pulling asingle oar. A gig 
isa shell somewhat wider than the oteers, and 
there is room for five in the boat, four oarsmen and 
a coxswain. A barge contains either six, eight or 
ten oarsmen. Our aquatic fmend now has 
become se enthusiastic over the subject of boating 
that he at once attaches himself to one 
of the different rowing clubs in the city, and here 
we lose sight of him. . 

At present there are four rowing clubs in St. 
Louis—the Modoc Rowing Ciub, the Westera 
Rowing Club, the St. Louis Rowmg Club and the 
Excelsior Rowing Club. 

THE WESTERN ROWING CLUB. 

The oldest rowing club in thecity is the Western 
Rowing Club. It was started some time in 1868. 
Tom Hiliker being one of the original mem- 
bers. The boathouse was locaied on 
the southern part of the city in 
the levee front, somewhere In the neighborhood or 
the present club-bouse. The membership rapidly 
increased, and in 1869 Mr. Leo Rassieur, the attor- 
ney, became a member, and the club was incorpo- 
rated under its present name. Its members consist 
almost entirely of resident of the southerns portion 
of the city in the vicinity of the Arsenal. The club 
has bad a very prosperous existence, and among 
its members are found some of the 
most omiment citizens of St. Louis. 
The club new bas an active membership 
of about one huadred and twenty-five, though its 
honorary membership would bring the list up to 
nearly three times this number, At present the 
officers of this club are as foliows: President, Ben 
Schnurmacher; vice-president, H. C. Albers: sec- 
retary, Rudolph Rauth; treasurer, Herman Von 
der Au. The Board of Directers is composed of 
Theo. Eagle, Chas. Mueth, Leo Rassieur, and Dr. 
Ratinger. Joha Cam pbell is captain, 
and Fred. Fath is lieutenant. Its 
fleet consists of thirteen boats, Viz. : 
a paper double soull named the Dolphin; two four- 
oared paper beats, the Mark Twain and the Missis- 
sippi; two four-oared cedar skelis, the Mary and the 
Alcis Blanke; two six-oared cedar barges, the Leo 
and the Sect; a four-oared gig, the Theo. Eagie; two 
four-oared pieasure boats, the Western and the 
Tempest, and three single gigs, che Flirt, the Baby 
and the Violet. 

For the small number of races in which the 
Western Club has participated, it has been very 
successful, among its priocipal victories being the 
six-oared bargechamp.onship which the club won at 
Puliman, Di., in 1888, At the sameregatia Lambert 
Met won the judtior single sculi race. In 1884 
the club again won the six-oared barge race at 
Moline, Iil., and tke junior four-oared shell race. 
On local waters'the club won the Faust cup from, 
the St. Louis Club in 1878. This was a feur-oared 
shell contest on the Mississippi, the course being 
from the Arsenal to the bri and return.

In tite same vear at 
the Creve Coeur Lake opening on July 4, at the pic- 
nic of the National American Association, they 
carried everything before them againat all the local 
clubs, bringing away nineteen of the medais 
offerei.
